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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract should not use legal 
phraseology, such as "comprises" (page 10, line 4). It is suggested to replace "comprises" with - 
-includes--. 

Further, the abstract should include a concise statement describing the claimed method of 
using the mold. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting 
to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. It should be noted 
that although a process is being claimed, it is the structure of the mold as used in said process 
that results in a gap between the necessary structural connections The omitted structural 
cooperative relationships are: the closing of the mold by bringing the peripheral zone of the other 
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mold part into contact with the peripheral zone of the peripheral block "such that the sheet is not 
pinched in the joint face." 

Claims 4-5 and 7-8 are rejected as dependent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Abe et al. (US Patent 
No. 5,993,719). 

Abe et al. ('719) teach the claimed mold for making a plastic material composite 
including, a first mold part (120A) and a second mold part having a movable external portion 
(120B) (peripheral block supporting the peripheral zone) and a compression core (120C) (central 
block defining substantially the mold cavity) independently movable within said movable 
external portion (120B) in the direction of closure of said first and second mold parts (120A, 
120B, 120C) (the two blocks being suitable for sliding relative to each other in the mold closure 
direction) (see col, 6, line 61 through col, 7, line 26). Further, Abe et al ('719) teach a mold 
cavity formed by said first mold part (120A) and said second mold part (120B, 120C) holding a 
sheet (131). Furthermore, Abe et al ('719) teach that each mold part has a peripheral zone that 
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come into contact with each other to form said mold cavity (see Figures 1, 2(A) and 2(B)) and 
because, said external portion (120B) is movable, it is submitted that it is movable away from 
and in contact with the a sheet(s) (131) (the peripheral block being movable so as to move the 
peripheral zone away from the edges of the sheet). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion
